Dime Bus Fare Increases Riders 


Reduction of rapid transit bus 
fares from 30 to 10 cents for the 
Ontario-Upland line resulted in 
a marked increase inpassengers 
last week,

land are subsidizing the fare re- 
duction in an effort to attract 
more riders, 

A total of 139 persons rode the 
bus prior to 2:30 p.m, last Mon- 
day, according to C,W,Thomp- 
son, a schedule checker for Sou- 
thern California Rapid Transit 
District, Last week’s figure is a 
marked increase over the aver- 
age figure of 90 riders per day for 
the bus line,

Pettis Says ‘No 
To 7.5 Percent 
Pay Increase 


Rep, Jerry L, Pettis, R, 33rd 
District, recently introduced a 
resolution to disapprove the re- 
commended pay increases for 
members of the house and senate, 

Calling the proposed 7,5-per- 
cent raise ‘‘outrageous,”’ Pettis 
also attacked the procedure used 
to implement congressional pay 
hikes, 

Under current law, a commis- 
Sion is set up every two years 
to make recommendations to the 
president On salary levels for 
congressmen, federal judges, and 
top civil servants, The president 
then evaluates the commission 
findings and makes his own de- 
termination on salary shifts, 
which will go into effect auto- 
matically unless either house 
of congress votes to disapprove 
them, 

Congress has 30 days to dis- 
approve the salary raise which 
was transmitted by the presi- 
dent along with his recent bud- 
get message,

Wayne Fanning’s organization 
was to receive approximately 50 
percent of the total grant with 
$17,640 earmarked for salaries, 
Espinoza stated that not only did 
Fanning have contact with 
WEDAC but helped draft the sec- 
ond proposal, 

Espinoza said that the second 
proposal was agreed upon by 
members of WEDAC including 
Fanning and submitted to the San 
jernardino County Alcoholism 
Advisory Committee for the grant 
in San Bernardino, After the pro- 
posal was submitted however, 
Fanning at the same meeting sub- 
mitted what he called his pro- 
posal, 

‘*This shocked us completely,” 
Espinoza said, ‘‘We didn’t know 
what he was saying,’ Fanning’s 
proposal turned out to be the or- 
iginal WEDAC proposal with his 
program’s name inserted in place 
of WEDAC, The proposal wasal- 
tered to the point, according to 
Espinoza, where Fanning would 
receive the entire grant sum, 

WEDAC directors sent a letter 
to Dr, Whitbread explaining their 
position, 

According to Espinoza, Alco- 
holism Committee Coordinator 
Mike Kennedy accepted Fanning’s 
proposal even though the advis- 
ory council accepted the WEDAC 
SPONSORED BID, Espinoza said, 
“‘What is the purpose of an ad- 
visory council when its actions 
can be ignored by the... coor- 
dinator,’ 

Espinoza noted that WEDAC 
and the West End Toxic Abuse 
Services are anxious to organize 
another committee to establish 
a comprehensive alcoholism pro- 
gram inthe West End that would 
include Fanning’s program, 

‘‘We’re willing to work with 
him,’” Espinoza said, ‘‘Anybod 
can have differences of opinion,” 
So far Fanning has not indicated 
willingness to work with WEDAC, 

The fate of the $82,000 still 
hangs in the balance however, as 
Dr, Whitbread has not made his 
decision on where the money will 
gO. No date has been set for that 
decision,

There’s nothing like garden - 
grown fruit and no happier gar- 
dener than the one who grows 


them, 
You “‘can” grow them in your 
back yard if you use the right 


Variety for local conditions, Pea- 
ches, plums, cherries and even 
luscious grapes and berries, 

Providing your yard has ade- 
quate gun, there’s no reason it 
can’t have a crop or two (or 
three) of your favorite fruit, 
jpace doesn't always have to bea 
problem, Grapes can be grown on 
a fence or against a wall, and 
pears, figs and apples are often 
espaliered in narrow planting 
areas, And, members of the Cai- 
ifornia Association of Nursery- 
men can offer dwarf fruit trees 
that require much less space and 
yet serve up abundant yields of 
tasty fruic.

The facts constituting the 
urgency are: The Governmen- 
tal Conflict of Interests Act 
became effective on January 
1, 1974. That Act creates 
Serious and multiple obliga. 
tions for public officials cov. 
ered by the Act, confers broad 
enforcement rights upon 
members of the public and 


authorizes public agencies to | 


adopt guidelines to aid public 
officials and members of the 
public in interpreting and ap- 
plying the complicated pro. 
visions of the Act. There- 
fore, the City Council deems 
it essential that the guide. 
lines adopted by this Ordin- 
ance pursuant to the Govern. 
mental Conflict of Interests 
Act be effective immediately 
to avoid inadvertent violations 
of the Act, to prevent unmeri. 
torious challenges to public 
actions and to provide maxi. 
mum public protection under 
the Act. 

SECTION 2450.43 -. SEV- 
ERABILITY. 

If any section, subsection,

tent jurisdiction to be invalid, 
such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the remaining 
portions of this Ordinance.

clares that it would have 
passed this Ordinance and 
each section, subsection, sen.
